} honest 'enough td say “I am sinful 


and God is holy” how can he expect 
God to bless him? The only an- 
swer is in the Cross of Christ—*‘while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us. 

“We do not see the full measure of 
God’s: love in either His life or teach- 
ings or miraculous deeds. We must 
go to the Cross. Here we see “God 
in Christ” dying for us. Two things 
are involved in the expression “for 
us.” First, it was voluntary and sec- 
ond it was substitutionary. He died 
instead of us. Christ’s death proves 
not only the fact of God’s love but the 
depth thereof. It also tells of the 
fullness of God’s love. The believer 
has imparted to him the likeness of 
God’s nature. Moreover, the Cross 
proclaims the duration of God's love.

Mr. Gillette is a Vermont type of farmer who keeps his books on 
the barn door in pencil. Thus he knows that, in October, 1933, he 
sold a 135-pound pig to a friend: again, in May, 1934, a 150-pound pig 
to the same friend. He says that, along about May, he also took five 
little pigs to market in Malone. There the packer said they weighed 
538 pounds dressed, and that there was no tax on them as long as he 
raised them. 

The revenue officer first came to see Mr. Gillette in /.ugust, 1934. 
Since then Mr. Gillette has been having more trouble with his taxes than 
J. P. Morgan and Mellon together. 


CHASE The first revenue officer figured it all up and decided no tax

If the doctor is useful, so is the one who mends his tires and the 
one who mends his spirit by saying: “Good work, Doc.” A kind word 
and a smile have been useful to all of us, and anybody can give that

No demonstrable evidence of heart 
disease in 52 of the subjects. In nine 
cases there had been varying degrees 
of cardiac insufficiency or functional 
weakness although there was no dem- 
onstrable lesion discovered in the ne- 
cropsy. In 60 cases the overweight 
had been associated with high ten- 
sion (hypertension, high blood pres- 
sure). In nine of these subjects 
coronary sclerosis was found—that is 
me a of the arteries of the heart 
wall; 
in one aortitis (disease of the great 
in one dilated and hyper- 
trophied (enlarged) heart. 

An increase in the amount of fat 
in and around the heart was found in 
129 of these overweight subjects. In 
all instances more fat was deposited 
in the wall of the right verticle than 
in the left. The right ventricle, as 
most readers will not remember, 
pumps the blood that has come back 
from the veins through the lungs to 
be “purified,” which means mainly re- 
lieved of its load of carbon dioxide 
(carbonic acid gas) and_ saturated 
with oxygen to carry to the cells of 
the body. 

Perhaps we had better add that the 
purified blood is returned from the 
lungs to the left auricle and through 
the well-known mitral valve into the 
left ventricle, which pumps it out 
through the great artery (aorta)—and 
if you can’t follow it on its course 
from there, consult any physiology.

Native Fieas in Ethiopian Plateaus 
Most Vicious ‘Bug,’ Says Stallings 


Midget Insects in Addis Ababa Rise To Full Stature; Good

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 22.—(By 


Air Mail.)—There will be, after the 
Italo-Ethiopian affair, many a dis- 
sertation on various crafts and hard- 
ships of such a weird land as Ethio- 
pia. Yet I doubt that the solid treat- 
ise this country most deserves will be 
written. I refer to a profound essay 
on the character and habits of fleas. 

The native flea of the plateau is, 
by all odds, the most savage of insects. 
He seems to gain truculency as the 
escarpments give way to the plains, 
rising to full savagery only on the 
crest of the plateau, in such gather- 
ings of mud huts and squalor as Ad- 
dis Ababa, Addis Alem and Harar. 
He does not do his best work, the 
Ethiopian flea, at even such compara- 
tively low altitudes as Diredawa, 


dry soap, and a saucer half-full of 
water. The soap should be soaked 
in the saucer about 15 minutes before 
retiring. acyuiring a soft under-sur- 
face. Then, on the instant of attack, 
when one feels the poisonous fangs 
sinking deep, a man of agility and co- 
ordination can flash the lamp, seize 
the soap, strike the bitten hip forcibly, 
and seriously incapacitate the flea. 

If the flea is a high pleateau flea, 
with a smattering of Greek cooking 
in his veins, it will not be possible 
to prevent his escape. He can pull 
himself free of the soap and leap to 
safety—indeed, some of the plateau 
tigers could vault from a Bessemer 
furnace—Dut the rough treatment he 
receives, the inconvenience of soap in 
his eyes, and, above all, the feeling 
of having been soaped, which is anath- 


which boasts a mere 4,000 feet. In 
fact, Diredawan fleas are trivial lit- 
tle beasts, and have not thrived in 
that city, despite the presence of three 
Greek, and one Russian hotels. 

At Addis Ababa, the flea rises to his 
full stature. He will unhesitatingly 
attack in daylight, and the powers of 
his hind legs are prodigious. More- 
over, he has a profound effect upon 
the skin, a good solid whack from his 
jaws leaving an ulcer which may be 
regarded as permanent, though pres- 
ent tables of experience only go back 
a mat.er of four months—the Abys- 
Siniais having no interest in statis- 
tics, and being so long accustomed to 


fleas that, it is said, they do not feel | 


the bite of anything less than a fully 
mature flea of the female sex which 
has been four years in residence in a 
Greek hotel. This little animal, when 
afforded such advantages, is invin- 
cible. 

One must not think that correspond- 
ents have been idle, paraphrasing Day- 
id Harum to the extent of concluding 
that ‘a reasonable amount of fleas is 
good for a correspondent; it keeps 
him from broodin’ on not being a 
dog.” Two men, under my observa- 
tion, have been invalided out of the 
country because of fleas: and one of 
them lost only after a tough battle. 
Only when he became unable, because 
of flea-bites, to soak his clothing with 
flea-powder did he give up the battle. 
The other, a man of superb intellect- 
ual attainments, devised a technique 
which has found much favor among 
those of us who. heeause of various 
duties, are foree:! te travel much 
around the country. 

We hardened ones, of course, laugh 
at mere medical fallacies, such as 
those of bathing every hour in strong 
carbolic. soap, or of sewing bags of 
flea powder into underclothing, or the 
wearing of rubber suits. It is known 
that nothing, once an Ethiopian flea 
has moved into a Greek hotel, can get 
him out again. The only defense 
against fleas is a strong offense: one 
must be prepared to contest their right 
to a pound of flesh. 

For a full night’s rest—about three- 
and-a-half to four hours—the wisest 
campaigner will take to bed with him 
one electric flashlight, one bar of laun- 


ema to the Greek influence, will 
render. the fellow hors-de-combat for 
upwards of half an hour. As a gen- 
eral rule, out of wide experience, this 
writer agrees with the correspondents 
of Addis Ababa that their flea is most 
stalwart of the Lion of Judah's fleas. 

However, I am inclined to believe 
with the French that the flea of 
Harar, in the center of the town, is 
probably the best cutter, a finer jump- 
er, and a mcre infectious flea. Once 
they have moved into one’s room in 
Harar-—-of course, they have been in 
some rooms since General Makonnen 
drove the Egyptians out. lock, stock 
and barrel, leaving nothing behind 
‘them but trauchoma flies—as I say, 
‘once they have taken possesion in 
'Harar there is only one thing to do. 
One must burn the hotel carpet. 

It eauses considerable pain to the 
Greek who will inevitably run the pen- 
sion, thouzh whether or not a passage 
through a burning carpet will cause 
pain to a center-of-town Harar flea 
is still open to discussion. It has 
been ecalenlated that an elephant, had 
he relatively the strength in his hind 
legs that a Harar flea possesses, could 
‘jump from Singapore to Panama and 
back, with enough left over to return 
and make a handrail. 

I have seen only one® living Harar 
flea. Occasionally one finds them 
dead. curled in corners after fatal 
attacks of dropsy, but the only one 
captured alive was caught with bare 
hands by the chief prosecutor of the 
province of Harar. He caught it off 
the judge’s neck, using a fine body 
drive, ending in a flying tackle. While 
it momentarily knocked out the judge, 
the flea was fairly caught by the pros- 
ecutor. 

I committed the faux pas of dash- 
ing across the palace tribunal to In- 
spect a living Harar flea. However, 
the old hoy was too much for the 
prosecutor, who, feeling the dreadful 
buzz-saw sink into his. palm. opened 
his fingers in agony. A great black 
shape jumped over my head, sailing 
like a pterodactyl, with the greatest 
of ease, back to my room in the Greek 
pension, to snuggle in the new carpet 
the Greek had just placed on my floor. 
That night he broke the bulb in my 


flashlight:

PEACE BY CHRISTMAS 
PHOPHESIED BY LEAGUE. 

ROME, Dec. 8.—(#)—Peace by 
Christmas seemed possible, if improb- 
able, tonight to diplomats who dove- 
tailed Premier Benito Mussolini’s 
newest attitude with maneuvers be- 
hind the scenes. 

Although Il Duce refused to bow to 
the will of the League of Nations in 
a speech to his chamber of deputies 
yesteruay, there was more definite 
talk of negotiations than any yet 
heard. 

Those who hope for a _ settlement 
were encouraged, too, by the dictator's 
manner and the tone of his voice. 
They said his gentle toying with a 
rose, as he spoke, was out of tune 
with thoughts of war. His voice, al- 
ways strong and forceful, lacked the | 
belligerence of a battle cry. 

Mussolini disposed of the proposed 
League oil embargo in one simple sen- 
tence. That made many weil-inform- 
ed persons believe Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, the British ambassador, or 
Count de Chambrun, the French en- 
voy, may have assured him yesterday

NATION’S “BREAD BASKET” 
AWAITS HIS ADDRESS 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—(?)—‘The farm 
folk who people the nation’s bread 
basket waited expectantly tonight for 
the “big news” they were confident 
President Roosevelt would bring them 
tomorrow. 


They looked for a clear chart of the 
New Deal’s future course in agricul- 
ture in the chief executive’s address 
to the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration. 

If his message, to be delivered at 
10 a. m., Atlanta time, brought the 
good news they expected, Farm Bu- 
reau leaders hinted they, in turn, 
would have good news for him. 

With the 1936 elections only a mat- 
ter of months away, the 300,000 fam- 
ilies that are members of the federa- 
tion were ready to decide their stand 
on political issues. 

Heretofore, they staunchly support- 

the New Deal. Criticism of the 
AAA and the Canadian ‘rade treaty 
has been voiced since then. and the 
President’s answer to it was bound 
to effect the report of the federa- 
tion’s resolutions committee on Wed- 
nesday. 

Farm Program His Topic. 

To the President, the occasion was 
significant because he was to speak 
on his farm program on the day the 
supreme court was to open delibera- 
tions in Washington on the constitu- 
tionality of the keystone of the pro- 
— the Agriculture Adjustment 
Act. 

To the farmers, the important thing 
was that President Roosevelt was to 


talk over their problems with them 


face to face in this midwest capital 
for the first time since his nomination 
in Chicago three years ago. 

The last president to address the 
federation was the late Calvin Cool- 
idge, and President Roosevelt’s only 
Chicago speech since the 1932 con- 
vention was before the American Le- 
gion in 1933. 

Except for the 25,000 to 40,000 per- 
sons expected to jam the amphi- 
theater and adjacent buildings at the 
stockyards to hear him, Chicago will 
see little of the President.

TOP INCOME IN 1934 
PLACED AT $9,000,000 


Only One Person Received 
More Than $5,000,000, 
Report Shows. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(P)— 
The American who made the most 
money in 1934 wae disclosed by the 
treasury tonight to have had a net 
income of between $6,000,000 and $9.- 
000,000. 

His identity was not disclosed, nor 
was his exact income, but the treas- 
ury’s report—a breakdown of 1934 
incomes by classes—showed only one 


person’s income was more than $5.,- 
000.000. 

To “conceal identity of taxpayers,” 
the report lumped the incomes of six 
persons in three high brackets, say: 
ing only that they received an aggre- 
gate of $18,035,892. 

That sum concealed the exact net 
income of the one member of the $5,- 
000,000 and up class, another in the 
$3,000,000 to $4.000,000 group, and 
four whose incomes were between $1,- 
500,000 and $2,000.000. 

But assuming that the persons in 
the latter two classes each received | 
the highest income permitted in their 
brackets, the individual with the larg- 
est income in the nation must have 
received at least $6,000,000, while if | 
the five lower incomes were at their 
bracket minimums, the $5,000,000 
jand up income must have been around 
$9.000,000,

RESPONSES TO ONE-BIDS IN A 
SUIT. 


_When your partner has opened the 
bidding, unless you have adequate 


you usually should pass when your 
hand contains less than one honor 
trick. Sometimes, even with one honor 
trick, a pass is proper, unless your 
strength is in at least two suits. 

If you have a biddable suit which 
is higher ranking than partner’s, you 
can respond at the level of one—a 
one-over-one response. It is forcing 
for one round—the opening hand must 
rebid at least once. The minimum 
requirements are about one honor 
trick and a biddable suit. This may 
range up to three and one-half honor 
tricks. 

Occasionally a one-over-one response 
may be made with a five-card suit 
and only one-half honor trick, if you 
for a 
shaded raise, or with a six or seven- 
card suit and one-half honor trick if 
you are weak in partner’s suit. 

A take-out in a lower ranking suit 
also is forcing for one round. 


and one-half honor tricks heading a 
five-card major suit, even without out- 
side strength. 

A six-card suit should be shown, 
even with greatly shaded _ require- 
ments—at times, with as little as one- 
half honor trick, although a pass usu- 
ally is preferable. 

Selecting the Trump Suit. 

A great deal has been written lately 
on the subject of proper selection of 
a trump suit. It seems difficult for 
beginners or average players to un- 
derstand that especially when the diz- 
zy heights of small or grand slams 
are reached, it often is an advantage 
to reserve the long, solid suit as a 
side suit, using two good four-card 


holdings opposite each other 
trumps. The following hand is an ex- 
cellent illustration:
